No. 771. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Article 309 of the Constitution, the President is 
pleased to direct that the following further amend* 
pent shall be made in the Schedule to the Civilians 
i|n Defence Services (Revision of Pay) Rules, 1947, 
as amended by Min. of Def. Notn. No. 194, dated 10th 
Feb. 1951:* — 

Under the head “Joint Cipher Bureau”, for “Key 
Punch Operators” read ''Punchers/ Key Punch 
Qperators”.

No. 772. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 13 of the National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 
(XXXI of 1948), the Central Government hereby 
directs that the following amendments shall be made 
in the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, namely: — ■ 

i 

In the said rules— 

In Part IV, after rule 22, the following rule shall 
be Inserted, namely: — 

“22A. Notice for leaving college or school. — 

1(1) Where an officer appointed to the Senior Division 
of the Corps desires to leave the college in which is 
located the Unit to which he is posted under sub- 
rule (1) of rule 23, he shall give six months’ notice 
in writing of his intention to do so to the Principal 
of the College. 

(2) Where a person appointed to the Junior 
Division of the Corps desires to leave the school in 
which is located the Unit to which he is posted under 
sub-rule (2) of rule 23, he shall give three months’ 
notice in writing of his intention to do so to the 
Headmaster of the school.” 

2. In Schedule I, in Form III, in the Declaration 
relating to acceptance of application, after the first 
paragraph, the following paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“I undertake that in case after having been com- 
missioned in the Corps, I desire to leave the College/ 
School, In which is located the Unit to which I am 
posted under rule 23, I shall give 6 months’/ 3 
months’ notice in writing to the Principal of my 
College /Headmaster of my School, of my intention to 
leave the College/ School.” 


No. 773. — The forms of Commission approved by 
the President in respect of Hony. Ranks to serving 
members of the Armed Forces, Hony. Ranks on retire- 
ment, and officers of the National Cadet Corps serv- 
ing on or after the 28th Jan. 1950, are set out in 
Schedules I, II and III respectively to this notification.
